MY POLITICAL TESTAMENT 

Since 1914, when, as a volunteer, I em¬ 
ployed my modest powers in the first World 
War forced upon the Reich, more than thirty 
years have passed. 

In these three decades love and faith for 
my people have been the only mainsprings of 
all my thinking, acting and living. These ide¬ 
als gave me the power to make the most diffi¬ 
cult decisions, such as no mortal has yet had to 
face. I have exhausted my time, my working 
energy and my health in these three decades. 

It is not true that I or anybody else 
in Germany wanted the war in the year 
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1939 gewollt haben. Er wurde gewollt und ange- 
stiftet ausschliesslich von jenen internationalen 
Staatsmannern, die entweder jiidischer Herkunft 
waren oder fur jiidische Interessen arbeiteten.

It was desired and provoked 
entirely by those international states¬ 
men who were either of Jewish origin 
or who worked in the Jewish interest. 

I have made so many offers for the 
reduction and limitation of armaments, 
which posterity cannot explain away 
for all eternity, that the responsibility 
for the outbreak of this war cannot 
rest on me. Furthermore, I never de¬ 
sired that after the first terrible World 
War a second war should arise against 
England or even against America. 
Centuries may pass, but out of the ruins 
of our cities and art-monuments the 
hatred will arise and be constantly re¬ 
newed against the people which is alone 
ultimately responsible: International 
Jewry and its assistants 1 

As late as three days before the 
outbreak of the German-Polish war, I pro¬ 
posed to the British Ambassador in Berlin 
a solution of the German-Polish problem - 
similar to the case of the Saar area, under 
international control. This offer cannot be 
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yerworfen, weil die massgebenden Kreise der eng- 
lischen Politik den Krieg wiinschten, teils der 
erhofften Geschafte wegen, teils getrieben durch 
eine, vom internationalen Judentum veranstaltete 
Propaganda.

explained away either. It was only rejected be¬ 
cause the responsible circles in English politics 
wanted war, partly because of the expected busi¬ 
ness, partly driven by a propaganda arranged by 
international Jewry. 

But I left no doubt about the fact that the 
real culprit in this murderous struggle, Jewry, 
would also have to pay for it, if the people of 
Europe were again to be treated as so many 
packages of shares by these international money 
and finance conspirators. Furthermore, I left 
no doubt that it would not be tolerated this time 
that millions of European children of the Aryan 
people should starve to death, that millions of 
grown-up men should suffer death, and that 
hundreds of thousands of women and children 
should be burnt and bombed to death in the cities, 
without the real culprit suffering his due punish¬ 
ment, even though through more humane methods. 

After six years of struggle, which in spite of all 
reverses, will go down in history as the most glorious

and most courageous manifestation of a people’s 
will to live, I cannot separate myself from the 
city which is the capital of this Reich. Because 
the forces are too small to further resist the 
enemy assault just at this point, and because 
individual resistance is rendered valueless by 
blinded and characterless scoundrels, I desire 
to share the fate which millions of others have 
taken upon themselves, in that I remain in this 
city. Furthermore, I do not want to fall into the 
hands of enemies who need another show, arranged 
by Jews, for the amusement of their ill-guided 
masses.

I 
ask the leaders of the armies, the navy and the air 
force to fortify the National-Socialist spirit of 
resistance of our soldiers with all possible means, 
pointing out especially that I too, as the founder 
and creator of this movement, have preferred 
death to cowardly withdrawal or even capitulation.

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The purpose of the submission was given as a comparison of the signatures 
to ascertain whether they are authentic. However, it was also stated that this 
is an attempt to "verify the authenticity of the documents and the signature of 
Hitler." 

An analysis of state, historical and ancient writings (as with paintings) 
is a search for evidence of any kind (in the physical materials as well as the 
habits of execution) which is inconsistent with the ostensible nature of the 
specimens. It cannot be confined to a writing comparison if tile analyst is to 
stay within the bounds of conservatism and scientific principles. The writing 
habits are a part of the total evidence and not the sole determinant. It is 
quite possible for writings, especially signatures, to be authentic while the 
document as a whole is spurious. 

For these reasons, the present analysis was based on the question 
whether there is evidence of inconsistency and falsity or evidence of genuineness 
sufficiently strong to warrant a definite decision. In the analysis, comparison 
was made with the "known" papers which were used as "standards" of unquestioned 
authenticity. Four aspects were considered: 

1. Physical materials employed 
2* Condition of these materials 
3. Typewriting 
1}. Handwriting 

Because of the strength of the evidence found and in order to disturb the papers 
as little as possible, not every piece was analyzed, this being confined to 
random samples. 

1. Materials 

The paper was found authentic in every respect consistent with the 
known papers and with previous knowledge of Nasi provisions. For instance, the 
sheets are heavy, of fine grade, relatively thick, white, highly callendered and 
continental rather than American or British in size (a little narrower and at the 
same time longer titan our papers). Some sheets are torn on the top (narrow) side 
and others on the long (left) side in such a way as to indicate the possibility 
they were originally double sheets such as are used for "official" or legal docu¬ 
ments and this is consistent with the ostensible source. The presence and 
character of the printing on Q6 (Bormann) (marked on the bottom ''N/l^Ol") (see 
"M/iliOU" on fOJ) ; and the swastika and name "Adolf Hitler" on Q3 (Private Will) 
and Q7 (Political Testament) which are embossed in gold; are normal.

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2. Condition 

The folds, tears, creases, and stains were examined for indications of 
simulation, but none was found, the condition throughout being that of papers 
folded together which have been maintained in txiat position for ante time during 
which they were subjected to moisture and wear. 

The visible transfer from one sheet to another of stains from the type¬ 
writing and ink were studied from the standpoint that they might be tlia result of 
mechanical reproduction (using the jelly Hectograph method) or be the result of 
simulation, Even where no appreciable transfer from one paper to another has 
taken place, the ink lines and. typing have run into the surrounding paper. This, 
however, is usually of a different shade of color from the original ink, in some 
parts being a radically different color. This occurs normally, because some inks 
are composed of dyes of more than one color which combine to create the ink 
"color" but dissolve and run in different degrees of solution. Thus "blue" ink 
may run "green" (as in this case). 

The fact that these natural (but unnatural appearing) phenomena occur 
on these papers is evidence of genuineness since persons preparing forgeries 
usually take care to match the color closely. The fading produced by different 
concentrations of dye in water is also very difficult to simulate without leaving 
evidence. No such evidence was found. 

The transfers of writings (typewriting as well as ink) show that tne 
papers were out of place in sequence and disarranged in position when the dampening 
occurred. This is typically accidental, not planned. 

3* Typewriting 

me Marriage paper, Q1 and Q2, was typed on a machine equipped with 
type designs matching those of known German manufacture, "Nauruan Erika", and with 
German alphabet characters. 

Ttie other two documents were written on a different typewriter, the 
space adjustments of which remained set for both papers, Q3 through Q$ and Q6 
through Q17. This is a Medium Reman design of type with "uncial" or "Gothic" 
numerals. No exact match of this design appears in the FBI file of standards, 
which is without a few European designs since the war. As Medium Roman design 
is used in the known specimens Kl through Klli, a close comparison was made. It 
was found that K13, signed Bormann on trie letterhead of the NSDAP 1* April 19h$, 
was a very close match for the two wills, Q3 to Q17 inclusive. No conclusion 
could be reached whether they were written on this identical typewriter as the 
moistening of Q3 to Q17 inclusive has somewhat obscured the microscopic appearance 
of the Impressions and mechanical defects suitable for positive identification 
are not prominent. 

If there were a purpose in this, it might be possible to definitely 
identify the typewriter used on Q3 to Q17 inclusive if known specimens could be

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submitted which would exhibit all degrees of pressure and paper similar to Q3 
to Q17 inclusive were used; OJ is a linen finish paper which is not smooth 
like Q3 through Ql7* 

h* Handwriting 

Frow a comparison of the unquestioned and questioned signatures, it 
was concluded that the names A* Hitler, Hermann, and Burgdorf on Ql to QX7 
inclusive are the genuine writings of the signers of the same names on K1 to 
Kill inclusive.

The remainder of the questioned signatures could not be completely 
analysed as there are no known (except a printed reproduction of Soebbels) for 
comparison. These are* ISva Hitler (Braun), Bans Krebs, i&colaus von Below, 
Joseph Ckwbbels. However, tihere is evidence that to®so are genuine signatures 
rather than drawings and. no attempt to exhaust ©very possible means of analysis 
is considered necessary. 

The Certificate of Marriage, Ql and Q2, is prepared by filling in 
spaces or. a typed form with written ink answers. However, the typing was not 
mechanically reproduced (as by Hultigraph, 1 ideograph or office lithograph 
machines) and ordinary marriage forma even in war-torn Berlin are printed. 

If a special form was typed for this particular ceremony, the natural 
tiling to do would be to copy from the printed forms, modifying as needed but 
adhering to the legal provisos as much as possible, and using the typewriter for 
the blank spaces. The fact that the other documents are typed raises the ques¬ 
tion why this document Is different. 

Accordingly, the handwriting of the marriage paper was compared with 
tiie signatures. It was concluded that the "registrar* halter hagner, whose 
signature appears at the lower left of the paper, Q2, wrote the majority of the 
ink entries. The fact that certain entries were written in different ink and by 
otlier persons is evidence of the impromptu nature of the act. These entries 
(such as the Identification of Kva Braun and the birth data of 8crwann) were 
also compared with all of the signatures without effecting an identification. 

It Is therefore concluded that the unusual way of preparing the document is 
evidence of genuineness rather tlian otherwise. 

The original specimens, 01 to Q17 inclusive and K1 to fOJU inclusive, 
have been returned In person.

The writing 
habits are a part of the total evidence anti not the sol® determinant. It is 
quit® possible for writings, especially signatures, to bo authentic while the 
document as a whole is spurious. 

For the®# reasons, the present analysis was based on the question 
whether there is evidence of Inconsistency and. falsity or evidence of genuineness 
sufficiently strong to warrant a definite decision. In the analysis, comparison 
was made with the known" papers which were used as "standards" of unquestioned 
authenticity. Four aspects were considered* 

1. Physical materials employed 

2. Condition of these materials 

3. lypewriting 

it . Handwriting 

Because of the strength of the evidence found and in order to disturb the papers 
as little as possible, not every piece was analysed, this being confined to 
random samples. 

1. Material® 

The paper was found authentic in every respect consistent with the 
knero papers and. with previous knowledge of Has! provisions, for instance, the 
sheets are heavy, of fine grade, relatively thick, whit®, highly calendered and 
continental rather than tearloan or British in size (a little narrower and at the 
same time longer than our papers). Sow sheets aro torn on. the top (narrow) side 
and. others on the long (left) side in such a way as to indicate the possibility 
they were originally double sheets such as are used, for "official*’ or legal docu¬ 
ments and this is consistent with the ostensible source. The presence and. 
character of the printing on Q6 (Btorment) (marked on the bottom "N/lldb'*) (see 
*'ii/lkOh” on K23) j and tee swastika and name "Adolf Hitler" cm 33 (Private ill) 
and Q7 (Political Testament) which are embossed in gold; are normal• 
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2. Condition 

Hie folds, tears, creases, and stains wore examined for indications of 
simulation, but none was found, the condition throughout being that of papers 

folded together which hav« been maintained in ttiat position for some time during 
whi-ch they were subjected to moisture and wo«r. 

The visible transfer from one sheet to another of stains from the type¬ 
writing and ink were studied fro® the standpoint tiiat they might be tl«i result of 
mechanical reproduction (using the Jelly Mectograjih method) or be the result of 
simulation. ven where no appreciable transfer from one paper to another has 
taken place, the ink lines and typing have run into the surrounding paper. This, 
however, is usually of a different shade of color fro® the original ink, in some 
parts being a radically different color. This occurs normally, because sene inks 
are composed of dyes of more than one color which combine to create the Ink 
'•color*' but dissolve and run in different degrees of solution. Thus "blue** ink 
may run "green" (aa in this case). 

Hie fact that then® natural (but unnatural appearing) phenomena occur 
on these papers Is evidence of genuineness since persons preparing forgeries 
usually take care to natch the color closely, the fading produced by different 
concentrations of dye in water is also very difficult to simulate without leaving 
evidence. Mo such evidence was found. 

The transfers of writings (typewriting as well &s ink) shew iimt t:«j 
papers were out of place in sequence and disarranged in position when the dampening 
occurred. This is typically accidental, not planned. 

3. Typewriting 

The Marriage paper, Q1 and C2, was typed on a machine equipped with 
type designs matching those of known Osman manufacture, "Hainan Prika", and with 
Oanan alphabet characters. 

Hie other two documents were written on a different typewriter, the 
space adjustments of which remained set for both papers, Q3 through q*> and Q6 
through Q17. This is a Medium Reman design of type with "uncial" or “Gothic" 
numerals. <o exact match of this design appears in the KBI file of standards, 
which is without a few uropean designs since the war. A 3 indium Hessian design 
ie used in the known specimens Kl through 'll,, a close comparison was made. It 
was found that K13, signed ‘kxraann on the letterhead of the NSDAF U April 191(5, 
was a very close match for the two wills, Q3 to Q17 inclusive. Ho conclusion 
could be reached whether they were written on this identical typewriter as the 
moistening of Q3 to 17 inclusive has somewhat obscured the microscopic appearance 
of the impressions arid mechanical defects suitable for positive identification 
are not proaiuent. 

If there were a purpose in this, it might be possible to definitely 
identify the typewriter used on Q3 to Q17 inclusive if known specimens could be 
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submitted which would exhibit all degrees of pressure and paper similar to Q3 
to Q17 inclusive were used; K13 is a linen finish paper which is not smooth 
like 03 through Ql7. 

ii. Handwriting 

From a comparison of the unquestioned and questioned signatures, it 
was concluded that the names A. Hitler, Boraann and Burgdorf on Ql to Q17 
inclusive are the genuine writings of the signers of the sans© names on K1 to 
Kill inclusive. 

The remainder of the questioned signatures could not be completely- 
analysed as there are no known (except a printed reproduction of Qoebbels) for 
comparison. Those are* hva Hitler (Braun), Hans Krebs, Nicolaus von -’slow, 
Joseph Qoebbels. However, tiiere is evidence that these are genuine signatures 
rather than drawings and no attempt to exliaust every possible means of analysis 
is considered necessary. 

Hie Certificate of Marriage, Q1 and Q2, is prepared by filling in 
spaces on a typed form with written ink answers. However, the typing was not 
mechanically reproduced (as by Multigraph, Mimeograph or office Lithograph 
machines) and ordinary marriage forms even in war-torn Berlin are printed. 

If a special form was typed for this particular ceremony, the natural 
tiling to do would be to copy from the printed forms, modifying as needed but 
adhering to the legal provisos as much as possible, and using the typewriter for 
the blank spaces. Hie fact that the other documents are typed raises the ques¬ 
tion why this document is different. 

Accordingly, this handwriting of the marriage paper was compared with 
the signatures. It was concluded that the "registrar*' .'alter .agner, whose 
signature appears at the lower left of the paper, Q2, wrote the majority of the 
ink entries. The fact that certain entries were written in different ink and by 
other persons is evidence of the impromptu nature of the act. These entries 
(such as the Identification of Eva Braun and the birth data of Hermann) were 
also compared with all of the signatures without effecting an Identification. 

It is therefore concluded that the unusual way of preparing the document is 
evidence of genuineness rather than otherwise. 

The original specimens, Ql to Q17 inclusive and K1 to KlL inclusive, 
have been returned in person.
